SK, 
dg OU are pleas'd to deſire my Opinion in reference to the Times, 


in anſwer whereunto I am the freer to impart my ſentiments, thar 

( if true and juſt) they may be improved ro the reforming the er- 

roneous Judgments of others ; and if I ſhould in any circumſtance 

be unhappily miſtaken, your kind Information may miniſter ro my Convittion. 
In plain terms, the Face of England is very Squalid and Uncomfortable, and 
from her frequent Fluſhings, and from the many Contrations therein viſible, 
it is eaſie to gueſs ſome ſtrange my "| hath infefted the Body, and that ſhe 
15 thereby much our of order ; fuddain Startings, wild and extravagun: 
Talking, ponick Fears and Conſternarions, ſecret Sufurratiors and Whitper- 
ings, are infallible ſymptoms of an evil habir ; and under theſe our Dear Mo- 
ther at this preſent Juncure ſorely laboureth : All which are imputed to the 


late Revolution, and as if fo ſuddain a turn had broought upon her a 
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Vertigo, many of her Children are giddy, ſome ſtagger, and not a few are 
fi!Nen from their beſt Reſolutions. Ir is my Opinion, That if this great Tranſ- 
aGion were well conſidered and underſtood, what was not prevented might be 
yer amended ; it 1s but common that ſtrange things ſhould raiſe admiration, but 
where an Extaſie or Diſtration follows, the levity of Mens minds is blame- 
able. The way I have thought expedient to raiſe the lapſed and confirm the 
unſtable, 1s to conſider, 1, The Occaſion requiring. 2. The Means introdu- 
cing. 3- The Advantages depending upon this Change. The former will 
ſhew us our Ruin, Miſery and Deſolation intended : In the next we may per- 
ceive Providence juſtly, gently and ſeaſomably aſſiſting : And in the laſt ( if we 
are wiſe ) we may behold our Honour, Peace and Happinefs reſtored, and 
{-r1ed upon ſure and laſting Foundations. 

1. The Occaſion requiring and urging this Revolution. 

it 15 too unpleaſing a ſubje& for the entertainment of any generous mind, 
( nor thall my Pen deſcribe the leaſt Scene of our Miſery with any ſuch inten- 
tion ) to reflzR upon the perſon of a King, which all Nations acknowledg as 
Sacred. The Miſchanees or Errours of Government, may with Moderation 
be conſidered apart from the Perſon in whoſe Reign they hapned, and truly art 
that unhappy tume ( which ought never to be forgotten ) Religion, the one 
thing needful, was fallen below indifferent, and it was more commendable to 
protets none than the true ; Vaſt Treaſures, Mountains of Wealth, and Rivers 
of humane Blood have been facrific'd in defence of Proteſtantiſm, which now 
became an unpardonable Crime to own, eſpecially in ſuch as ſtood Candidates 
for any Promotion ; and what by the means of the foregoing vitiouſneſs and 
looſeneſs, together with the prevalency of Intereſt, many, did ſo degenerate, 
that the favour of the Prince weighed Bod both the Love and Dread of God ; 
and his Commiſſion was of more force than Gods Commands : yet theſe were 
the nappy days which ſome nominal Proteſtants ſo heartily wiſh for again ; it is 
no hard matter to gueſs their Zeal for the Truth, from their fond alecing to 
its Adverſary. 

| would willingly as thoſe Irreligious Loyaliſts, what good, what comfort 
ro Mind or Body, they could reaſonably promiſe themſelves or poſterity ( qua- 
rencs Proteſtants ) from a Government which had brought it ſelf under the un- 
happy necellity of introducing Popery ; a Government which was oblig'd either 
to ſuppr-\5 the moſt pleaſing hopes of an unlimited Power, or elſe ro ſer up Ido- 
ery for its Support ?. This alone would quickly have been faral ro Realm ; for we 
cannot be ignorant how Jealous God is of his Honour, how ſeverely he puniſh- 
ed Ja; deviatzons from the Tru: Worſhip ; What Miſeries, what Plagues, 
what Shame, what Captivity did their Spirirual Fornication bring upon them ? 
And would not the fame Means have produced the ſame Effetts here as in 
Fud:at How could any of us have hoped for the longer continuance of the 
Grace of our Lord Jelus Chriſt among us, who muſt ( having embraced rhe 
Komilſh Superſtition ) derraft from, and impair his Merits, by admitring the 
Servants into Co-partnerihip with che Maſter in the great Work of the Mcdiati- 
on ; and fo deprive the Son of God of great part ot his Honour to give it to 
the Chiidren of Men ? 

Have fo many Laborious and Learned, Wiſe and Pious Volumes, by Gods 
Blefſing 6:4 Mens T ravail, been wrote to defend and juſtifie our Religion ; 
and muſt theſe withour detection of the leaſt Error, be condemacd to 
Flames as Falſe and Erroneous ? Have thoſe Holy Fathers who offered up _ 
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Lives to Fire and Sword ( rather than comply with the unjuſt 2nd impious Im- 
politions of Kowe ) been honoured with the glorious name of Martyrs, and 
will their ungratetul Pot-ricy now prophanely Curfe that Title, and call cth-m 
Herericks and Rebe's ro the Spouſe of Chriſt * Yet this we muſt have come to, 
hid Heaven tolerated the former Government longer. What has rob'd Trurh 
of it> Beauty, and pur fo charming a Vizard on Ertor, that our Arnts are open 
for its Reception 7 

' Why ſhoildl Chriſtians b:come weary of Gods Reigning over them by his 
Fpirit of Gra-+, and of a ſudden chooſe to ſubmic themſelves ro the wiles, luſts 
and pwiſions of finful and miſerably miſtaken men ? yer this they muſt do that 
will call back the Lt: Government 

Tell me, you that are fick of this Revolution, with what kind of Argu- 
ments do you juſtific to your felves, the falſe, blaſphemous, and ungodly Bo. 
Arins of Rome * What Arts, what Devices, can you think ſuſficient r5 per- 
ſwade thoſe Souls which know themſelves freed by the Blood of Chrift, ro 
ſerve him in Rightcouſneſs and Holineſs, to praftife ſuch 2 voluntary Humility 
as to ſubjet themſelves in all their Concerns, as well Spiritual as Temporal, to 
the S1perſtition and Idolatry, to the Pride and ſinful Traditions of the Man of 
Sin *7 bs you had your Bibles roo long, and now grow weary of them ; 
and fo our of Policy for your eaſe, would let in that Religion which muſt ( in 
its own defence ) rake them from vou ? Are you fo angry with Prayers becauſe 
Common, and in your Mother Tongue, that you long for ſuch as are ſtrange 
and in an unknown Tongue, fuch as the Prieſt alone ( and ſometimes not he 
neither ) underſtands ? Have rwo Sacraments been thought too many and bur. 
denſome by ſome of vou, and will ſeven be lighter ? Bur ſuch of you as have 
a due Veneration for both, how will you approve it when you ſhall ſee them 
Celebrated contrary to their Primirive Inflizution ? Inſtead of being uſed_ as 
Conduirs of Grace, thev ares madg Inſtruments of Rebellion, Blood and Cru- 
elry. You that are now aſham'd to acquaint your loving, your grave and pious 
P.ſtor, with the fins which gall and crouble your Confciences, how will you 
like ir, when corapell'd to confefs all, even the ſmalleſt infirmiry, ro a cunning 
Prieſt, who ſhall make Merchandiſe of your Guilt, and Tyrannize over you 
from the knowledge of your weakneſs * Yet thus muſt you have pur your 
Heads under their Girdles, had not this happ Revolution geliev'd you 

You who think it much to join with the Publick in an humble and penitent 
Confeſſion, and togerher with them receive the benefir of Abſolution, how 
will you rake it fo be ſent on tedious P:lgrimager, leaving in the mcan while 
your deareſt concerns a prev to their Wili,who thew you fo little mercy ? How 
will you like of building Hofprrals, while your own Houſes are ready to drop 
upon your Heads ? Will it pleaſ- you to give the Swear of your Brows, an1 
the hard labour of vour Hands, to farren and pamper your Ghoſtly Father, 
and in the mean whi'e fee your Childr-n ſtarve? and yet in this expettarion 
they were come over Hove will you hike 'r ro have thoſe Wives ( upon whem 
you fear the publick ky »mpl 3s are too nrev lent ) ro be opporrunel, converſant 
with perſons whoſe Religion prohibrs lawful, but tolerates unlawful enjoy 
ments 2 Who declare a Pri-ſt may not Marry, bur yet may keep a Whore ; and 
ſo they do where-ever they come. 

How will it pleaſe you ro fee your Sons, which might have grown up as 
Planrs, , the Strength and Ornament of their Country, ſeduced inro Monaſterics : 
Where nurſed up in Ignorance, Pleaty and Idlenefs, they b=come fitted for all 
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manner of wickedneſs > How will you like it to ſee your Danghters cooped up 
in Nunneries ; than which Seraglio's have been more Chaſte : where inſtead of 
being like poliſh'd Corners of the Temple, ſhining in Knowledge, Grace and 
hrs. ſerve as Pillars for the wanton Prieſts to hang the Trophies of their 
Luſts upon ? 

You an have the Word in ſeaſon and out of ſeaſon ; you have the Touch. 
ſtone in your hands to try the Spirits of the Prophers by, then you muſt expe&t 
bur little of this nature ; peradventure a recital of ſome pretended Saints Life 
taken out of the Legend : And as for the truth of all things, your ſhort and 
eafte way muſt be withour further examination, to believe as the Church be- 
hieves. Thus you muſt have pinn'd your Faith upon the Prieſts Sleeve, had the 
Abdicated King continued. ? 

Conſider the horrid Cruelties of the Inquiſition ; peruſe the Martyrologies ; 
call ro mind the frequent and bloody Maſſicres made by this Religion. You 
that are ſo fond to live under a Popiſh Government, hear what you muſt rhen 
expet ! And yet ro all theſe things we were condemned. Was not this there- 
fore occaſion ſufficient ro wiſh and pray for the time of our Redemption ; ro 
believe and ſpeak honourably of this Revolution ? Yet have I not related the 
one half of rhoſe inſufferable Grievances in reſpeft of Religion, under which 
we muſt have lingred out a moſt miſerable Life. He muſt be a Yapiſt inwardiy 
( notwithſtanding all his ſpecious pretences) who admires, ſpeaks and wiſhes 
for ſuch an adminiſtration again. 


Another occaſion requiring and urging forward this Revolution, was the Vi- 
olation of our Laws. 

Nothing more fully demonſtrates the Wiſdom, Piety and Juſtice of a Nati- 
on, nor redounds more to the honour of a Prince, than the enating and exe- 
cuting of good and wholſome Laws : Theſe are the Cement which eſerves 
nor only ſmaller Bodies, but the Univerſe from diſſolution: The Goods of Na- 
ture and Fortune , All the Comforts of Life are no longer pleaſant ro theic 
—m— than the Laws are had in Veneration. It is one of the greateſt 

Iagues of War, that it drowns the Voice of the Law : What then can we {> 
m excuſe for the lare notorious Violation of them ? What could be expetted les 
than an inundation of miſeries, when the Fence was demoliſhed, and Mens 
Luſts and Paſſions ran fo high ? : 

To that paſs were things brought, that thoſe very Laws which gave the great. 
eſt ſecurity ro our Religion and Liberty, ro our Lives and Fortunes, were upon 
Repealing ; and 1hey lay under the Cenfure of Prophane and Diſloyal, who 
did not with the greateſt Induſtry ſeelkrand propoſe their Abolithing. Thar 
humane Laws ſhould be thus trampled on, was but a Natural Conſequence to 
thar boldneſs offered the Divine. 

Amongſt the many Laws of Enz{:nd none more netable ( or at leaſt owr 
dreadful Circumſtances did fo repreſent it ) than ſuch as protubir a Ntanding 
Force to be raiſed by the Prince, withour the Confene and Concurrence of his 
Pariiament : And have not our Eyes ſeen this fnapt as Love 7 Was not a Body 
of Mcn raivd and diſciplin'd after fuch a manner, that thev were much firter 
to be the Agrefſors than D:fenders of their Country ; ro deftrov, than guard 
the Peace and Liberty of the Nation ? If our Throats muſt Ut Cur, berrer by 

our Enemies than Fellow-Subjedts. 

Our Laws have made proviſion, net only for the Princes Roval Prerog-tive, 
but lizewiſe for SubjeQs juſt Right ; vet bow ſtr2ngely was the later Lrallowed 
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up of the former, and the bare pleaſure of the late IN to the AIL 
complying Judges, was of power to diſſeiſe the Snubjett of his Cirth-righr, 
'Tis as good to 4 nothing. 24 no Righe to what we have. 

The Laws of Erg land preſcribe due Limits to the Regal Power ; but in our 
days, as if the Throne had been fick of a Tympany, all Bounds and Meaſures 
grew ſo uneaſie, that the reaſonable and eſt way of Addreſſing, if ir ſuired 
not with the Deſigns of Court, was termed Diſloyal ; and fo bad a Name was 
next door to hanging. Ir is hard to bear O 100; bur moſt ſevere, not to 
= wh the liberry of declaring, and by honeſt and lawful means ſeek a 
redreſs. 

They muſt be perverſly ignorant of the Conſtirutions of England ,who dare 
to juſtifie an unlimited Power, and Arbitrary Proceedings. Theſe perſons de- 
ſtroy both the Nature and End of Government. *© 

Self-preſervation firſt induc'd the aſſociating of private Perſons and Fami- 
| lies, os agreed upon one common Intereſt, and upon a joynt Defence, againſt 
the Pride and Ambition of their encroaching Neighbours, who were roo po- 
tent for them ſingle and divided ; and this Mother-Wirt was ſo well approved, 
that in proceſs of time it occaſioned the Uniting and Incorporating of greater 
Componies ; which deliberately choſe themſelves by way of ſtipulation, a Chief, 
expetting from him Defence and Proteftion, engaging to him Honour, Tri- 
bute and Preheminence. Ir was not long fince, that in the Title of the Engliſh 
Kings, might have been read in room of fure hereditario, el:Fione popyli, rich 
I fupyoſe was eraſed, to make way for a ſtrange gloſs upon the Doctrins of Paſ- 
ſive Obedience and Non reſiſtance. | 

They that pretend to abſolute Monarchy, deſtroy as well the End as Original 
of Power. For whereas the good of the governed is thereby chiefly intend. 
ed, theſe Men have nothing further in their eye, than gratifying the Will, 
Luſt and Pleaſure of the perſon governing. This is a ſtate fo intolerable, that 
ſuch as plead moſt earneſtly for it, did they wiſely perpend the great variety 
of Mens Humours, the many unlucky Contingencies to which Human Life lies 
obnoxious, they would ſoon perceive the inſtability of their preſent favour, and 
conclude themfclves in danger of the greateſt Shvery ; bur admit we ſhould 
allow, ſufficient proviſion was made for themſelves under ſuch a Tyranny, ver 
what have they ( by crying up this _ done for their Poſterity ? Whar 
aſſurance have they, that the Roil the Father hath made, ſhall not ſcourge the 
Son? It is Vanity in the _ degree, to promiſe our ſelves the enjoyment 
of 'our Fathers, or our own Labour and Induſtry ; when that the Laws them- 
ſelves, which are our only ſ:curity, cannot keep Ahab out of Naboth's Vine- 
yard when minded to enter 
" The Leviathan is ſaid to be made to take his paſtime in the Sea ; the Ocean 
is large and deep, and fitted as it were for his Recreation ; but to think or ſay, 
that myriads of People, whole Countries and Kingdoms were by God created 
for any lingle perſon to execute his Will and Pleaſure on without controul, I 
conceive would much derogate from the Wiſdom, Juſtice and Goedneſs of God, 
clpecially when we conſider ſuch perſons as they ſtand related to the Son of 
God by their Chriſtian Profeſſion ; they that are in love with abſolute 
Power, I perſwade my ſelf, a ſhort change with a SubjeR of France would quick- 
ly cure their madneſs. 

Ic muſt be diſmal to the tender heart of a Chriſtian, to think how cheap the 
Blood and Lives of Men grew, and what multitudes of Souls contrary to Law, 
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were ſacrificed to the Idols of Popery and Arbicrary Power : Bleſſed be God, 
_- high places are pulled down, and none in rheir Wits can' wiſh their Re- 
oration. 

The Engliſh Laws provide, that the good be rewarded, and the bad puniſh. 
ed; conſequently inequality in diſpenfing Rewards and Puniſhments, muſt cre- 
ate great confuſion; yet have the honeſt and upright, the eruly Religious and 
Loyal, been Brow-beaten, diſcarded from Employments, burdened with Fines 
and Impriſonments, branded with Ignominy and Shame, and not a few done 
ro death, while the Childrens Bread hath been _ to Dogs, while Villains 
and Varlets, who have n-ither regirded God nor Man, Religion nor Honeſty, 
farther than their particular Intereſts, have been ſtrangely exalted ro the higheſ 
Favour and Prefermznt, have been born our in their haughtineſs, cruelty, im- 
pudence and injuſtice. 

My viſcourſe would extend too far, ſhould I enumerate every particular Law 
which lately felr the irreſiſtable Force of Popery and Tyrmny ; as the bringing 
in of the Pope's Nuncio, which is ſo palpable Treaſon, that upon the firſt mo. 
tion a wiſe Lord withdrew from Counſel, m_—_— to have no hand in an AC 
fair ſo dire&tly contrary to the Laws, and of ſo faral a Conſequence to the Good 
of his Country I might likewiſe inſiſt in calling to Council a profeſſed Prieſt, 
and multirudes of rhe like Violations, bur ſhall mention but one more, viz. 

The Law of Rights, whereby Proviſion is made thar every individual Perſon 
peacefully obrdia and enjoy what ever of Right belongs to him ; yer I believe 
fince the World ftood,was not this Law lefs valu'd than lately ; witneſs the Su- 
ſpending, Removing and Impriſoning divers Honourable and Worthy Perſons; 
but above all, that notorious Attempt of pong an Heir upon theſe King- 
doms, the Prejudices hereby intended ro the next Heir and Nation were num- 
berleſs ; not only defrauding th2 rightful Heireſs, but tranſlating che Diadem 
out of the Family ; this was the ready way to involve theſe Kingdoms in Blood 
and War, to extirpate our Religion, to confound all Foreign Alliance, to facili- 
tare the French Conqueſt, to enſlave a Free People ; and chat this was fo done, 
matter of Fa& doth reſtifie. : 

And ſeems it not ſtrange to every ſober and thinking Perſon, to hear ſome 
at this day exclaiming, Why is not the Prince of Wales prov'd an Impoſtor ? 
L anſwer this Queſtion with another, Why was not that care taken which the 
Lav required- to vindicate and clear his Birth ? But whoſo diſcreetly refle&s 
upon the management of this matter, will obſerve ſo much Providence in con- 
founding the Counſel of rhe Wiſe , and ſo much Confidence in themſelves and 
Projedts, as ſpoil'd the whole Contrivance, by their prepoſtzrous Boaſting of Fu- 
ture Events ; the variety of rimes on which the ſuppoſed Conception was Fa- 
' thered ; and that in Defiance, to the Judgment of the ableſt Pliyficians, who 
from the Infirmities of the Queen had long before conclnded a 11ving Lirch im- 
poſſible ; their pretended Spirit of ——_— declared thzm Liars, who aſſerted 
a Male iſſued, and rejovced tor it publickly in ſome remote Countries oft Eng- 
land, b-fore the Queen knew any thing of it : ( But yer this miſtake was par- 
donable in this regard, that the Age ot rhe Infant would allow it) The, Diver- 
ſiry of places appointed for this Royal Delivery ; the next Heirs being nor call'd ; 
what were at Hand were ſeat our of the way ; the eahi{ pains ; che Convent- 
ency of the Room ; the Religion. and Intereſt of the M:1wife, and other Ar- 
rendants ; che drawn Curtains intercepting the Few Nobles then in preſence 
tom hearing or beholding ; and at laſt, when to ſatisfie rhe Nation as was pow: 
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tended, the beſt of their Strength, the ftrongeſt of their Vonchers were e114 , 
ſome were Foreigners, ſome of ſlender and mean Fortunes; not a Perk. 


whoſe Religion, Intereſt or common Converſation did not diretiy oproſe all 
Credence: And afrer all rheſe, is there any necefſiry ro make firrcher Trot. 
of a thing of .nothing ? + So far did it conduce to ſettle the Crown, to rhe fu; 

ceſifal carrving on of their Deſigns, chat had the thing been real, had the Oneen 
truly conceived, hid ſhe gone her time, had ſhe had ſtrength ro bring forth; 
we ſhould have had better Arreſtants, neither $274, Bath, nor Tower had hepr 
arty from ſeeing their future hopes diſappoinred + Bur their Fear and Conſc: 

ouſneſs of the Evil intended, adviſed againſt calling - too many and roo hone? 
Witneſſes to a palpable Forgery. Why do Men now:wonder to fee the Crown, 
by the over-ruling Providence of God, fallen from his Head, who in his Heat 
through 2 blind Zeal intended to rob his Family thereof? Let ſach weigh wel! 
theſe things, that deſire ſo paſſionately a return of Times. What Safery, whe: 
the Laws ate of no Force * It is full as ſecure ro dwe!l among Rogues and Vit. 
lains, who hate all Law ; as among rhem whoſe Laws, though never fo good , 
are of no further efficacy than the Will of one ſingle Perſon gives way. 

2. The means by which this Revolution was brought abour, were great, juft, 
and moderate. 

$o great, we muſt principally attrtbure ir to the Divine Providence ; fo juſt, 
that no rational ObjeStion can be made againſt it ; ſome colourable Stories are 
buz'd about, which are wholly inconſiftent with Reaſon, the Law of Nature, 
or thoſe of the Kingdom ; fo moderate, that never was leſs Blood or Violence 
known in working fo ſignal a Deliverance. 

The Providence of God was viſible, in that, although the Kings of the 
Earth ſtood up, and the Rulers took Counſel rogether for our utter overthrow, 
and that their ProjeQs were permitted fo far ro ſucceed, as might diſcover the 
malicious Intentions of their Authors, and convince us that our.Ruin was by 
them concluded, yet were they blaſted before they atrain'd their defired matu- 
rity : What could effe& this * What could ſnatch a Prey out of the Jaws of 
Deſtruftion, but the powerful hand of Heaven ? Providence was likewiſe ſeen 
in that wonderful Chriſtian Patience then exerciſed by the SubjeQs in general, 
rorwithſtanding ſuch manifeſt and important Provocations, as when an illegal 
Army was conſtanely inſulring over them, their Charters pull'd and command- 
ed from them, when all cn Juſtice were excluded, when ſuch Perſons were 

into all places of Truſt, whether Sacred, Civil, and Military, as had com- 
Peg to ſet up a Power, and introduce a Religion, which muſt inevitably and 
tpeedily confound all : As none bur God alone could beſtow ſuch a wonderful 


atience, ſo but this Patience could have preſerv'd them for a Revoluti- 
on ; for the leaſt = the Hereditary Title had changed to that of 
When all had been loft, as our Enemies deſired and expefted, this 


Patience did fu preſs Choler, though not Fear ; it kept the Tongue from revi- 
ling, chough no the Heart from trembling ; the Hand quiet, tho the Ear way 


fully advis'd againſt tolerating Addreſſes,

Extremity is uſually Heaven's ity ; and when us all 
bumane Help failed, then did be that fireerh in Hewren (andatfo rulerh in the 
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Kingdoms of Men) ftand up to hp theſe mezk and oppreſſed Kingdoms : It 
w.s from God that counſel came, (ſeeing the preſent Poſſe(lor in:xorable) ro 
apply ro the next Heir, who ſtood bound in Conſcience to appear in Their Aſ- 
filtance, who were both Chriſtians, and part of his Inheritance ; nor could he 
poſſibly connive at their waſte and ruin, unleſs refolv'd upon his own Diſho- 
nour and Damage. To his R. H. therefore the Nobles and Gentry of each De» 
gree and Quality ſped awav ther Humble Petition , fuch a large D-ſ:ription 
of ſo many various and intollerablz Sut'-rings as they were conſt: ained ro give, 
ter his Hecoick Blood on fire. His own particular danger was nor fo mric!1 con= 
ſidered, as our timely Preſervation; and he refolutely and generouſly under- 
takes the juſt Defence of the Forlorn, 4nd them that had no Helper. Who 
doubts the Hand of the Almighty in this bleſſed Revolution * Who elſe could 
incline the Duzrch ( a People naturally jealous of their Liberty and Intereſt; a 
People highly difoblig'd by Atts of Hoſtility and open Wars, by our unkind 
deſertin . #6. in their neceſſiry) to put forth the utmoſt of their Strength un- 
der Cr Condutt in order for our Relief * It was the Righteous God 
who would not ſuffer the Debt contrated in the days of Q. E//z44b::h ro be 
longer unpaid. 

arther, When theſe were Landed, what became of the Courage of the 
Standing Army? Who fil''d chem with that Conſternation, as to turn back in 
the day of Battle ? Did not their Guilty Conſcizaces apprehend theſe Succours 
to be as the Armies of the Living God, againſt whom ir was in vain to make 
Reſiſtance ? 

What more juſt Propoſals could a Prince ſo highly concern'd, after ſo great 
Advantages obtain'd, offer . Than that all Matters might be accomodated by 
the great Council of the Nation, a Parliament free from all manner of Cor- 
ruption and Prejudice * Father Peters had Chriſtned their cruel, bloody and 
unjuſt doings by the Name of Doing God good Service. But now the Man, 
whoſe Eyes this unexpeRed help had opened, ſaw how Religious ſoever Holy 
Mother Church might ſtyle them, yet they were not juſtifiable ; and rherefore 
ſo dreaded the Examination, that he judg'd it greater Prudence to Abdicate the 
Realm, than be derefted. 

The Flock is in great Danger when the careleſs Shepherd deſerts ir, but in 
greater when he angrily devotes it to the Ravenous Wolf : And that we were 
not a Prey, the greateſt Thanks are due to Heaven for ſending us fo fealonable 
a Deliverance, 

As for Moderation, What greater could be ſhewh in every Tranſaftion, than 
what was at this time common ? Eſpecially if we regard how deſperate our 
Caſe was ; neither the Perſon of the late K. 7. nor any of bis Attendants ſuf- 
tered the leaſt Violence, more than what the preſent Circumſtances (of which 
they knew the Authors) made neceſſary, or their own indifcreer Riffneſs pull'd 


upon them. 

When a blind Zeal and boundleſs Ambition ſhall change the Hearts of Princes, 
fo that they have no regard, no y; no care or concern for the $ and 
Well-being of their People ; thels ranſports render them uncapable of con- 
tinuing their Government, This was once the Judgment of Crowned Heads, 
when they were conſulted in the Caſe of Portuga/, whoſe King became fo fren= 
zical, as ro kill his SubjeQts in ſport, and without due Proceſs of Law. What 
promee hatin cnn. 6Peingg bly be guilty of , Than to deſtroy and waſte 

People, to rob them of their Anticat and Lawful Priviledges, to bear that

The Government of England 1+ certaily Feodatory, and the Solemn Oarhs ra- 
ken by our Kings at thetr Coronation, to Govern according to Law,has fo much 
more than a Ceremony, that from thence riſes the Subjetts Homagz and Fealry. 
Who knows nor that one part of the Covenant being broken, all Obligations of 
keeping the orher ceaſes ? No Reaſon to 'cry out, There ir Treath.ry, O As 
haziah, - when he that exclaims is to himſ-1f the greateſt Tray tor. 

This Revolution m the main depended upon S Divine Pity and Commiſe- 
ration; the outward Cauſes thereunto moving were, The Change of Religion, 
Violation of Laws, Dzferting the Throne, repairing to che profeſſed Enemy of 
the State, ſecking and employing Foreign Force to enſl:ve a Free People. Had 
not theſe things been, K. 7. might have now been at Mireball, and have been 
Lord of all rrue Engliſh Hearts and AﬀeQtions : But what Heart can truly love, 
or Hand fight for that Governor that they are ſure will deſtroy them We have 
derrer Eyes, and cannot like Mocks, adore that Light which will e're long 
conſume us. 

3- The Advantages attending this Revolution are both as great and as many 
as either our Necellities r vire, or our;Curioſity can invent? In thort, Reli- 

jon (with which no worldly Conſideration is worthy to ſtand in Competition) is 
by ſecured to us and our poſteriry. The King that now Reigns, is not only 
fleſh of our fleſh, and bone of our bone , and {o our Natural Liege Lord; but 
of our Religion alſo ; and fo he ought robe the more dear, as we are the more 
fafe : Our Laws are once more Sacred, our Priviledges allow'd, our Rights 
aſſerted ; and could we be fo happy asto be reconcikd ro God by an hearty Re 
trance, and an honeſt Reformation ; could we unite and agree among our 
_ we are bleft with a King, who by his Proweſs, Wiſdom, Juſtice and 
Goodneſs, will make us as Great, as Glorious, as Happy, and as Dreadful as 


ever. 


Some there are ( whoſe ſuppoſed numbers are not ſo dreadful as their 
tices Helliſh ) which are induſtri6us to perſwade weak and unthinking perſon 
King; 


into a belief of glorious times to ſucceed the Reſtoration of the Abdicat 
and by cunning and fair words they do beguile ſome unſtable perſons, and draw 
them from their proper and ſafer Allegiance. 1 would beg the ſeduced, or they 
that are in danger ſo to be, to conſider the Vanity of theſe Propoſals, by refle&- 
ing on the tins who prefer them : Obſerve how they exult upon eyery ad- 
vantage of the French ; and are never better pleaſed than in the danger of their 
Native Country : It is plain, they are of a ſervile Nature, and fitted for the 
Yoke ; and the caſe properly in their eſteem, is not ſo;much whether King 
or 7. ſhall be King, as that the King of France may become our Maſter ; Piriful 
ſpirited Wretches, that ſell their Liberty, their Country, for a lictle Gold, to a 
Monſtrous Tyrant! EE , 

ſt is notoriouſly known how diſafſeted the SubjeR is in general, to all thoughts 
of a voluntary recalling a King, whoſe Ambition, Wrath and Cruelty, have 
been ſo dreadful : When re-invelted with Power, what ſhall prevent a Re- 
venge ? If our Metropolis was facrific'd in Flames to gratifie the Pride and Envy 
of aſpiring Reme, nothing leſs than enſlaving the Land, a Confiſcation of 
Eſtates, and a al Viftim of poor Proteſtants, can attone the Wrath which 
now 4 incens'd. Which of all the Advocates for ſo deſperate a Cauſe, dare fay

Aﬀetion of his People ; by what other means can he force his re-entry, excepr 
the French aſſiſtance ? And it is probable, Lew/; will with great Gallantry plead 
this Cauſe, till ſuch time as he ſhall ſee opportunity to ſer up his own ; bur ſhould 
we ſuppoſe thatGenerolity in that extravagantly ambitious King, that he would 
but clear the way unto the Throne, and then do off; yet muſt we believe, 
ſo great a Charge ſhall be demanded, as the who WEſſth of the Kingdom can- 
not anſwer : Sure it were better Policy for us to unite, aid and affiſt him wirl;
